It  a  rider  isn’t  in  robust!  health  lie  or 
she  should  remember  that  great  speed, 
long  distances  and  bill  climbing  put  a 
severe  strain  upon  the  person,  aud  if  too 
much  of  thats^rt  of  exerfise  is  indulged 
in  the  brain  or  heart  is  liable  to  be  af-J 
feeteil  seriously.  Very  many  of  the 
cyclist*  in  this  town  are  freshmen. 
They  vvhejl  this  year  for  the  first  time, 
and  are  unfamiliar  with  the  conditions) 
which  govern  the  wise  wheelmen’s  ui 
of  hi*  opportunities.  To  »u-  h  a  hint  oi 
two. 

Over-exertion  is  one  of ' the  first  tilings 
that  the  beginner  should  avoid  Don’t 
try  to  keep  pace  with  Century  ridersJ 
Don’t  attempt  to  climb  hills  t|iat  are 
long  and  high.  Your  dignity  may  seenj 
to  sutler  by  dismounting,  but  the  wall 
will  greatly  relieve  your  i/uisde*.  It' 
well  to  sit  reasonably  erect  in  the  saddli 
ami  to  avoid  spurting  and  riding  “ham 
olT  ’  Coasting  on  country  hill*  is  n< 
dangerous,  provided  the  road  is  eh 
and  you  keep  the  wheel  under  coni 
by  means  of  a  strong  brake.  Howevi 
expert  u  bicyclist  may  be  he  is  never 
1 1 rely  exempt  from  tumbling.  Whethi 
coasting  or  pedalling  on  level  groui 
the  rider  should  be  wide  awake.  Tfa 
case  of  the  wheelman  in  this  city  wl 
a  few  days  ago,  struck  a  telegraph  pol 
and  that  of  the  oue  wh<j>  bumped  into] 
wagon  without  seeing  it.  illustrates 
danger  of  heedlessness. 

Don't  ride  without  an  inflating  pumj 
wrench,  screw  driver  and  all  repairii 
expedients.  Walking  two  or  three  mil 
to  a  repair  shop  on  a  hot  day  isn’t  pi 
ant. 

A  good  rule  for  all  to  follow  is  moder¬ 
ation  in  all  things.  That  includes  eas¬ 
ing  ice  cream,  drinking,  riding  and 
posing  one's  Belf  to  a  fresh  breeze  wl 
the  body  is  over-heated- 

Finally,  if  your  cyclometer  doesn’t 
move  as  fast  as  you  wpuld  like  to  hay e 
it,  remember  that  the  season  is  y< 
vacation  time  close  at  band,  and  horn 
the  best  policy.
